THE  ROYAL  CHARTER  issued  by  Queen  Victoria  on  October  16, 
1  841  granted  the  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  permission  to 
establish  the  first  sectarian  college  in  Upper  Canada.  The  institu¬ 
tion  was  to  be  founded  in  Kingston  expressly  to  train  ministers  and 
to  further  the  Christian  faith  in  a  largely  uncharted  wilderness. 
The  University  was  to  be  known  as  Queen's. 


THE  FIRST  BUILDING,  constructed  of  wood  and  situated  on 
Colborne  Street,  housed  the  fledgling  band  of  scholars  from  1841 
to  1853  when  the  Board  of  Trustees  purchased  Summerhill.  The 
house  still  stands  but  the  University  now  is  completely  divorced 
from  it.  The  original  student  body  of  10  has  swelled  to  6000.

REV.  THOMAS  LIDDELL,  D.D.,  imported 
from  Scotland  to  be  the  first  Principal  of 
Queen's,  guided  the  infant  institution  until 
1846  when  he  returned  to  his  homeland, 
sorely  disillusioned  and  certain  that  the 
foundling  college  would  never  survive.

GRANT  HALL  is  more  than  a  building  toa 
Queensman,  it  is  the  ideal  toward  which  he 
will  strive  for  the  rest  of  his  life;  it  is  the 
tie  that  will  forever  bind  him  to  the  fact  of 
this  University;  it  is  the  memory  of  friend¬ 
ship,  scholarship,  and  tradition  which  spins 
an  invisible  web  around  his  personality;  it 
is  the  reason  for  his  strange  pride  in  being 
a  Queensman.  This  limestone  edifice  is  an 


immutable  entity  bridging  the  natural  archi¬ 
tectural  and  academicdiversity  accumulated 
during  125  years  of  existence.

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THROUGHOUT  THE  DEVELOPMENT  of 
Queen's  there  has  been  one  predominant 
source  of  pride  —  athletics.  The  excellence  of 
Queen's  athletes  was  established  early  and 
has  since  been  elevated  to  the  position  of  a 
tradition.  There  is  more  tosportsthansimple 
excitement;  at  Queen's  sports  are  of  mono¬ 
lithic  importance.  The  proud  heritage  of 
former  athletes  is  a  uniting  force  which  has 
become  increasingly  prominant  as  the 
academic  community  has  grown. 

The  future  of  this  University's  athletics, 
however,  is  nebulous.  As  the  pressure  of 
academic  expansion  has  crescendoed  the  re¬ 
creational  areas  have  slowly  diminished. 
The  loss  of  the  tennis  courts  and  the  dis¬ 
appearance  of  the  hockey  rink  have  set 
trends  that  may  not  easily  be  reversed.

JAMES  ALEXANDER  CORRY... PRINCIPAL  1961-1968 


James  Alexander  Corry,  the  thirteenth  Principal  of  Queen's 
University,  has  brought  honour  and  distinction  to  a  high  office  and 
has  given  signal  leadership  to  the  Universities  of  this  Dominion 
and  of  the  Commonwealth.  His  balanced  judgment,  his  close  and 
courteous  attention  to  advocates  of  varying  points  of  view,  his 
persuasive  and  persistent  championing  of  what  he  believes  to  be 
best,  his  unfailing  good  humourand  ready  withave  been  the  envy 
of  many  and  have  endeared  him  to  his  friends  and  colleagues. 
Throughout  the  changing  and  even  turbulent  climate  of  these  years 
of  his  Principalship  his  enchantment  with  thepasthas  never  dulled 
his  interest  in  experiment  in  the  present  and  he  has  continued  to 
move  with  style  and  confidence  along  the  road  ahead.  Two  short 
paragraphs  from  his  Response  to  the  Toast  to  the  University  pro¬ 
posed  by  Leonard  W.  Brockington,  Rector  of  Queen's,  at  the  Din¬ 
ner  celebrating  his  Installation  in  1961  are  revealing: 

"Queen's  has  been  wary  of  commitments,  given  to  anxious 
scanning  of  the  circumstances  that  might  alter  cases,  somewhat  in 
the  manner  of  the  two  Scots  cast  away  after  shipwreck  in  a  small 
boat.  Several  days  later,  still  buffeted  by  storm,  at  the  end  of  their 
resources,  Sandy  sank  slowly  to  his  knees,  and  began  to  pray. 
After  a  somewhat  less  grudging  admission  of  sinfulness  than  was 


his  habit,  he  said,  'Lord,  if  Thou  'I  I  only  bring  us  safely  through 
I'll  promise  .  .  .'  and  at  this  point  Duncan  said,  'Hold  a  minute, 
Sandy,  I  think  maybe  I  see  land.' 

"The  landfalls  may  elude  us  from  time  to  time  in  the  future, 
and  we  may  find  ourselves  tempted  into  premature  commitments. 
I  know  we  shall  be  on  our  guard  against  them.  We  must  also  be 
sure  that  this  merit  does  not  become  a  defect.  The  pace  of  change 
around  us  quickens.  Events  will  take  shape  and  crowd  us  faster 
tomorrow  than  ever  in  the  past.  There  are  tides  in  the  affairs  of 
universities:  missing  the  tide,  we  may  miss  the  landfall.  Seeing  the 
shape  of  things  to  come  soon  enough  to  make  our  dispositions  is 
one  of  the  greatest  needs  of  the  future.  If  we  can  meet  this  need, 
and  hold  fast  to  the  qualities  for  which  Queen's  has  been  justly 
celebrated,  I  have  no  doubt  we  shall  come  safely  through.” 

As  befits  a  Principal  of  Queen's,  who  is  by  definition  and  tradi¬ 
tion  the  principal  teacher  of  the  University,  he  has  sought  to  teach 
men  to  know  the  best  and  to  know  it  for  the  best.  And  not  by 
precept  only:  what  he  is  and  what  he  has  done  have  underlined 
Albert  Schweitzer's  words,  "Example  is  not  the  main  thing  in 
influencing  people,  it  is  the  only  thing."

THE  QUEEN’S  LEGACY 


Dr.  W.G.  Breck 

Honourary  President  of  A.M.S. 


...A  COMMENT  FROM  THE 
HONOURARY  A.M.S.  PRESIDENT 


The  same  academic  year  (1967-68)  that  has  seen  the  Centennial  of  Canada  so  weii  celebrated  by  the  extrava¬ 
ganza  of  EXPO  '67  as  well  as  other  events,  has  additional  significance  for  us  at  Queen's  on  the  occasion  of  our 
125th  Anniversary.  Our  special  extravaganza  should  appropriately  beTricolor  '68;  may  it  enjoy  as  much  success, 
especially  in  the  memories  of  those  graduating. 

As  students  you  have  been  quick  to  point  out  the  imperfections  of  the  legacy  we  have  left  you.  In  a  university 
sense  this  has  been  in  the  realm  of  inadequate  housing,  meals  that  mother  did  not  make,  the  clamor  of  construc¬ 
tion  which  interrupted  concentration,  dry  lectures  given  by  staff  who  neither  wrote  legibly  nor  spoke  clearly, 
examination  questions  which  did  not  seem  to  belong  to  the  course.  I,  for  one,  admit  the  above  in  some  measure, 
at  the  same  time  realizing  that  as  a  student  I  had  some  of  the  same  dose. 

But  we  provide  one  legacy  for  which  we  make  no  apology  and  dare  you  in  your  teeth  to  reject.  I  refer  to  the 
privilege  of  being  a  Queensman,  to  belong  to  a  group  of  the  most  fiercely  loyal  alumni  I  know.  This  is  a  group 
of  people  who  realize,  even  sometimes  belatedly,  that  at  Queen's  they  were  given  a  strength  in  human  values 
that  other  institutions  can  only  envy  and  admire. 

Queen's  success  with  the  human  equation  is  difficult  to  define.  It  has  survived  war  and  peace,  depression  and 
prosperity,  and  has  existed  independent  of  initiations  and  winning  ways  in  football.  It  has  something  to  do  with 
communication  and  understanding  between  staff  and  student  as  well  as  student  and  student,  and  a  minimum  of 
snobbery  and  prejudice.  It  may  have  something  todo  with  the  fact  that  Queen's  has  occasionally  been  called  the 
"poor  man's"  university.  Certainly  it  is  ironic  that  the  proscription  of  fraternities  has  bred  fraternity. 

In  the  years  of  statistical  growth  which  lie  ahead  Queen's  may  have  need  of  the  loyalty  of  all  the  clansmen 
she  can  muster.  By  "Statistical"  I  mean  that  Queen's  might  vie  with,  but  hardly  surpass,  other  universities  in  the 
conversion  of  government  funds  into  such  hardware  as  computers,  residences  and  blackboards,  or  such  software 
as  salaries,  scholarships  and  memos.  We  have  weathered  what  might  be  called  one  stage  of  growth  to  about  five 
thousand  students  without  losing  the  human  touch;  can  we  survive  to  another  stage  of,  say,  ten  thousand.  Those 
of  us  who  have  seen  universities  of  this  size  must  be  skeptical. 

Pressures  will  be  put  on  us  to  reach  this  next  stage  by  government,  public,  even  by  staff  and  students  —  mostly 
for  reasons  of  economy.  Before  we  do  we  should  be  convinced  that  the  Queen's  human  equation  will  still  function. 
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STUDENT  GOVERNMENT 

...  AS  GOOD  AS  THE  PEOPLE 
WHO  SHOW  AN  INTEREST  IN  IT 


The  Alma  Mater  Society  is  the  student  body  at  Queen's.  Its 
Executive  promotes  student  interests  and  attempts  to  solve  student 
problems. 

The  academic  environment  at  this  university  is  the  fundamental 
concern  of  all  the  students;  consequently  it  is  the  Executive's 
responsibility  to  influence  any  decisions  impinging  upon  that  en¬ 
vironment.  Student  representatives  on  policy  committees;  better 
co-ordination  between  the  A.M.S.,  Administration,  and  the  Faculty 
Association  are  positive  goals  which  may  be  achieved  through 
A.M.S.  Executive  activity.  In  February,  responding  to  current  stu¬ 
dent  demands,  the  Administration  granted  four  Senate  positions 
to  the  Alma  Mater  Society. 

In  the  past  year  two  weekend  retreats  to  Wolfe  Island  resulted 
in  a  more  stream-lined  and  efficient  Executive.  The  C.U.S.  com¬ 
mittee  disappeared  and  its  duties  were  assigned  to  other  existing 
groups,  Orientation  Week  assumed  a  tri-faculty  appearance,  and 
the  positions  of  President  and  Vice-President  now  may  be  filled 
only  after  a  campus-wide  election. 

The  prime  concerns  of  the  A.M.S.  are  improved  athletic  facilities, 
guidance  counselling,  better  health  services,  and  the  co-ordination 
of  student  social  and  cultural  events.  Residence  shortage  and  sub¬ 
standard  housing  instigated  a  stop-gap  co-op  housing  project.  A 
permanent  solution  awaits  a  joint  A.M.S. -Administration  investiga¬ 
tion  of  the  problem. 

Membership  in  the  Canadian  Union  of  Students  (C.U.S.)  and  the 
Ontario  Union  of  Students  (O.U.S.)  has  provided  experienced 
assistance  for  the  A.M.S. 

But  the  A.M.S.  Executive  cannot  function  in  a  campus  vacuum. 
As  a  problem-solving  body  the  A.M.S.  Executive  is  only  as  good 
as  the  people  who  show  interest  in  it.  Your  knowledge  of  problems 
and  your  interest  are  essential  for  its  effectiveness. 
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A  POKE  IN  THE  EVE  ....bill  martin 


Many  people  think  that  the  A.M.S.does  nothingbut  have 
ridiculous  meetings.  Not  so,  I  can  tell  you.  These  meetings 
are  open  to  the  public  and  are  often  very  exciting. 

You  have  two  teams  and  one  George  Carson  or  A.M.S. 
President.  Each  team  has  any  number  ofmembersand  you 
can  switch  sides  at  any  moment.  The  President  can  play  on 
either  side,  make  sarcastic  comments  and  confuse  issues 
which  are  in  danger  of  becoming  clear.  Finally  there  is  a 
Speaker  who  will  clarify  questions  of  procedure  and  in 
general  act  as  intellectual  linesman  for  the  game. 

Now  let's  play  A.M.S.  Take  a  motion,  any  motion.  First 
Team  A  will  amend  it.  Then  Team  B  will  make  a  point  of 
order.  Now  the  ball  is  in  A's  court.  A  will  attempt  a  quick 
tabling  of  the  motion,  while  B  asks  the  Speaker  for  a  clari¬ 
fication  of  procedure.  George  Carson  will  clarify  by  point¬ 
ing  out  that  the  motion  originally  meant  that  black  is  white 
but  now  cannot  be  considered  as  anything  but  white  equal¬ 
ling  black  and  get  red  in  the  face.  John  Farnham,  who  has 
noticed  that  Carson  has  now  switched  sides,  will  point  out 
that  there  is  no  black  and  white,  only  different  shades  of 
grey.  General  applause.  Carson  counters  that  in  the  dark 
all  cats  appear  grey.  Team  B  points  out  that  in  dazzling 
sunlight  all  cats  may  appear  white.  Team  A  cleverly  brings 
it  to  everyone's  attention  that  in  the  half-light  cats  may 
appear  any  colour  —  white,  grey,  or  black.  John  Farnham, 
after  a  moment's  dramatic  pause,  mentions  that  to  a  fly  all 
cats  may  be  many-faceted.  John  Burgess  shouts,  "Hear, 
hear",  and  the  crowd  goes  wild  with  appreciation. 


Carson  makes  a  face,  not  his  own,  and  entertains  a 
motion  for  coffee  break.  Chuck  Edwards,  who  has  gone 
over  to  Team  B,  notes  to  everyone's  edification  that  before 
the  coffee  motion  can  be  entertained,  the  original  motion 
must  be  voted  on  or  tabled.  So  they  table  it  and  go  for  cof¬ 
fee. 

During  the  coffee  break  Carson  scores  point  after  in¬ 
tellectual  point  against  a  potted  plant  in  the  foyer. 

After  coffee  the  meeting  reconvenes.  Each  side  has  had 
time  to  spirit  a  few  cats  off  the  street,  allegedly  for  the 
purpose  of  demonstrating  their  arguments.  Team  Aproduc- 
es  a  black  and  white  cat  but  Team  B  objects  to  the  lighting. 
John  Farnham,  who  has  since  spoken  to  a  fly,  produces 
photographs  to  prove  his  point. 

George  Carson  produces  a  sheep  but  is  ruled  out  of 
order  for  trying  to  pull  the  wool  over  everyone's  eyes. 
General  laughter.  Patti  Peppin,  not  to  be  outdone,  points 
out  that  she  is  not  or  never  was  John  Burgess  and  John 
Burgess  blushes  while  fondling  a  flying  squirrel. 

By  now  it  is  almost  midnight,  so  both  teams  get  to¬ 
gether  to  ask  for  a  reading  of  the  original  motion.  The 
Speaker,  Peter  Milliken,  solves  the  whole  sordid  mess  by 
giving  a  subtly  altered  reading  of  the  motion,  to  wit: 
"Constitutional  Amendment:  Constitution  of  the  A.M.S.  — 
delete".  Thunderous  applause  and  shouts  of  "TheQues- 
ti on!"  The  vote  is  unanimous.  Now  with  no  A.M.S.,  the 
meeting  adjourns  to  Carson's  apartment  for  kitty  litter 
and  tea. 
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The  Alma  Mater  Society  Executive  is  obviously  becoming  a  political  in¬ 
strument  —  a  pressure  group  to  seek  representation  of  the  students'  point 
of  view,  and  to  obtain  the  changes  which  students  want  in  their  University. 

The  traditional  service  functions  of  student  government  are  being  contin¬ 
ued,  and  attempts  are  vigorously  being  made  to  improve  this  work.  The  Ex¬ 
ecutive  is  turning  to  areas  outside  the  limited  jurisdiction  of  student-only 
affairs.  Major  problems  of  Queen's  University  are  the  prime  areas  of  con¬ 
cern  now.  These  problem  areas  include  housing,  recreational  facilities,  and 
university  government  at  all  levels  from  departmental  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

Housing  is  obviously  a  problem;  not  nearly  enough  good  housing  is 
available,  and  very  little  present  or  planned  accommodation  creates  the 
educational  environment  appropriate  to  a  university. 

Recreational  facilities  have  decreased  while  enrolment  has  greatly  in¬ 
creased.  Opportunities  for  recreation  are  grossly  deficient;  the  situation  is 
clearly  intolerable.  The  need  for  action  must  be  clearly,  forcefully,  persis¬ 
tently  expressed  to  all  the  persons  with  power  to  act. 

Involvement  in  university  government  is  important  for  its  own  sake  and 
even  more  so  because  students  should  be  able  to  participate  in  making  the 
decisions  which  affect  their  academic  life. 

All  these  are  new  areas  for  our  concern.  We  have  no  power  over  them 
except  for  the  powers  of  pressure  and  persuasion.  Problems  are  those  areas 
in  which  the  executive  is  not  accustomed  to  acting  and  must  feel  its  way  as 
it  learns  new  techniques.  The  student  body  is  not  aware  that  effective  action 
by  their  executive  is  possible  and  hence  fail  to  demand  and  support  that 
action. 

Initiatives  have  been  taken  in  several  of  these  areas.  Students  seem  to 
be  more  aware  of  these  issues.  Our  problems  will  likely  be  overcome  and 
our  efforts  will  become  more  effective  in  thefuture.  Prospects  for  accomplish¬ 
ment  are  bright.

Early  in  the  first  term  the  various 
non-academic  organizations  marshall 
their  decimated  ranks  and  install  their 
organizers  in  Grant  Hall.

personnel. 

The  methods  of  advertising  are  as 
varied  as  the  number  of  clubs  present. 
Those  who  fail  to  be  attracted  by  the 
booths  and  multi-coloured  posters  are 
accosted  by  avid  members  who  lurk  in 
the  shadows.  The  diversity  of  the 
groups  congregated  in  the  Hall  are 
ample  evidence  of  the  very  active  cam¬ 
pus  life  available  to  all  the  students. 
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CANDLE  LIGHTING 


Women  were  first  admitted  to  classes  in  the  Arts  Faculty  of 
Queen's  University  in  the  Fall  Session  of  1880,  much  to  the  dismay 
of  male  students  and  some  professors.  Forbidden  membership  in 
any  of  the  campus  societies,  the  women  created  the  Levana  Society 
in  1889  to  further  their  own  rights  and  interests.  The  academic  tone 
of  their  Candle  Lighting  Ceremony  exemplified  the  serious  respon¬ 
sibility  they  had  undertaken  as  Queen's  first  co-eds. 

The  ceremony  has  always  been  held  in  Grant  Hall,  in  darkness 
except  for  the  light  from  candles  in  sconces  on  a  table,  placed  in  the 
centre  of  the  stage.  Here  sat  the  presiding  officers  of  the  Levana 
Society  waiting  to  receive  the  initiates.  The  floor  of  the  Hall  used  to 
be  marked  out  in  some  geometric  pattern  and  when  the  Freshettes 
entered  to  the  sound  of  organ  music  they  were  led  by  their  accom¬ 
panying  Seniors  along  the  fixed  lines  to  take  their  places  in  a  par¬ 
ticular  design.  The  senior  students  carried  lighted  candles.  The  Presi¬ 
dent  of  Levana  read  the  words  prescribed,  outlining  the  purpose  of 
the  Society  and  its  meaning  to  thewomenof  Queen's.  At  some  point 
the  gown  worn  by  the  Senior  was  transferred  to  the  Freshette,  and 
at  another  point,  the  Senior  lit  the  candle  that  the  Freshette  carried, 
from  her  own.  The  whole  design  became  alightwith  burning  candles, 
and  to  those  guests  watching  from  the  balcony,  it  was  an  effective 
scene  in  light  and  dark.  Thesymbolism  implied  the  continuing  light  of 
knowledge  passed  from  one  year  to  another.  The  pledge  of  loyalty 
was  to  the  Levana  Society  and  to  Queen's  University.  The  candles 
were  tied  with  narrow  ribbons  in  Queen's  colours.  Over  the  years, 
special  little  superstitions  became  attached  to  these  arrangements.  If 
blue  turned  outto  be  on  top  of  the  bow,  one's  romantic  interest  would 
fall  on  a  Meds  man;  if  red,  on  an  Arts  man;  if  gold,  on  an  Engineer. 

Gradually  numbers  became  too  large  to  continue  any  special  de¬ 
sign  on  the  floor  of  Grant  Hall.  Freshettes  now  form  in  straight  lines 
that  fill  the  Hall.  They  come  in  wearing  academic  gowns  and  go  to 
the  stage  in  twos,  where  their  candles  are  lighted  by  presiding 
Seniors,  and  then  return  to  their  places.  Now  that  Levana  has 
merged  with  the  Arts  and  Science  Undergraduate  Society,  pledges 
are  made  to  the  Faculty  and  to  Queen's  University.  The  emphasis 
is  still  placed  on  the  academic  nature  of  the  University  and  is  still  a 
solemn  and  dignified  conclusion  to  the  regular  initiation  and  orienta¬ 
tion  procedures  of  the  opening  week  of  thesession.  While  women  no 
longer  identify  themselves  with  a  society  of  women,  they  still  want 
to  keep  Candle  Lighting  as  one  of  their  special  ceremonies.  It  is  a 
reminder  of  the  traditions  of  their  history  at  this  university,  of  the 
distinguished  scholars  among  women  who  have  graduated  before 
them,  and  a  symbol  of  the  new  responsibilities  that  they  undertake 
in  a  community  of  scholars.

A  small  group  of  Queen's  students  and  pro¬ 
fessors  set  up  an  impressive  schedule  of  artis¬ 
tic  works  to  satisfy  the  aesthetic  needs  of  the 
student  body  and  the  public  at  large.  The  fif¬ 
teen  day  programme  was  financed  with  a  grant 
from  the  Ontario  government  and  was  under¬ 
taken  in  conjunction  with  the  Ontario  Centen¬ 
nial  Committee. 

There  were  art  exhibitions  everywhere;  stu¬ 
dent  art  at  Victoria  Hall,  paintings  by  Ernest 
Lawson  at  the  Agnes  Etherington  Art  Centre, 
contemporary  displays  of  French  and  English- 
speaking  Canadian  artists,  and  features  of 
Kingstonian  "talent".  There  were  dances,  like 
the  Psychedelic  Dance  at  Grant  Hall.  There 
was  music,  all  kinds  of  music;  the  Pozo-Seco 
Singers,  the  Festival  Singers  of  Toronto,  Cham¬ 
ber  Music  and  Jazz.

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O'LEARY  BECOMES  RECTOR 


Leonard  Brockington,  twenty-year  veteran  representative  on  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  died  in  1967.  He  bequeathed  to  the  student  body 
the  major  problem  of  selecting  a  responsible  spokesman  with  the 
University  administrators.  His  death  occurred  in  a  period  of  radical 
college  reform  and  precipitated  a  crisis  between  students  demanding 
a  voice  in  university  government  and  recalcitrant  governors. 

During  the  1967  summer  recess,  an  A. M.S.  appointed  committee 
investigated  the  position  of  Rector  and  examined  possible  replace¬ 
ments  for  Brockington.  George  Carson,  presumably  acting  under 
instructions  from  the  committee,  approached  Senator  Gratton  O'Leary. 
The  Senator  accepted  the  nomination  for  Rector  but  refused  to  active¬ 
ly  contend  for  it.  Some  segments  of  the  student  body  were  not  con¬ 
tent  to  abide  by  the  committee's  decision  and  a  self-appointed  leader 
arose  from  their  midst  in  theform  of  Butch  Nelson.  To  appease  these 
radicals  the  A. M.S.  held  a  plebiscite  to  poll  student  opinion.  Most 
Queensmen  had  no  opinion;  moreover,  the  real  issue  of  whether  a 
student  or  an  outstanding  Canadian  should  be  Rector  was  neatly 
avoided. 

Nelson  was  not  to  be  put  down.  After  dredging  up  some  support 
he  was  nominated  for  the  Rectorship,  apparently  to  force  an  election. 
George  Carson  split  the  student-Rector  vote  by  getting  himself  nom¬ 
inated  also.  The  stage  was  set,  the  actors  had  donned  their  masks, 
but  the  performance  was  never  witnessed.  Nelson  succumbed  to 
"academic''  pressures  and  on  the  eve  of  the  election  Carson  with¬ 
drew.  Senator  Gratton  O'Leary,  the  people's  choice,  became  Rector 
of  Queen's  University.

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PRESENT  PLANS 

The  primary  test  of  life  for  any  organic 
entity  is  whether  its  rate  of  growth  exceeds 
its  rate  of  decay.  Queen's  isdefinitely  young. 
This  year  the  more  ulcerous  growths  were 
removed  with  the  destruction  of  the  Jock 
Hardy  and  an  old  house  on  University 
Avenue.  The  gaping  wounds  were  regener¬ 
ated  in  the  form  of  the  new  Psychology  and 
Mathematics  buildings. 

In  the  near  future,  plans  indicate  the  de¬ 
struction  of  the  present  Gymnasium  to  be 
replaced  by  a  large  Phys.  Ed.  complex. 
Richardson  Stadium  may  also  feel  the  wrench 
of  the  wrecker's  boom,  while  the  Outer  Field, 
or  Corry  Field,  has  been  proclaimed  pro¬ 
tected  parkland. 


FUTURE  FORECAST 

The  full  extent  of  Queen's  expansion  is  as 
nebulous  as  the  future.  There  are  still  a  few 
antiquated  buildings  on  the  campus  proper; 
such  as  the  much  derided  Ontario  Hall  in  which 
everything  may  be  heard  but  the  lecture.  The 
campus,  however,  is  visibly  shrinking  and  open 
land  is  rare.  This  has  caused  more  than  passing 
anxiety  between  the  city  fathersand  theadmin- 
istrators. 

Forecast  for  the  future:  a  Medical  Complex 
on  the  shores  of  Lake  Ontario,  "temporary" 
shelters  for  Administration,  a  division  of  the 
campus  into  a  West  Campus  with  buildings 
planned  for  the  Ontario  College  of  Education 
and  a  270  unit  married  students'  residence  on 
Bath  Road. 
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THE  STUDENTS’ 

"Erected  in  grateful  memory  of  th 
Queensmen  who  gave  their  lives  in  the 
Great  Wars  of  1914-1918  and  1939-1945,  it 
is  a  place  for  training  in  human  relations 
where  students,  staff,  graduates,  and  guests 
may  have  recreation,  companionship,  and 
good  talk.” 

Just  as  the  memorial  plaque  states,  the 
Union  is  the  heart  of  the  entire  campus. 
Located  in  the  basement  are  the  offices  for 
Tricolor,  The  Journal,  the  Students'  Typing 
Service,  and  the  A.M.S.  Here  too,  one  finds 
the  Armed  Services  Office  for  our  military- 
minded  students,  the  various  committee 
rooms,  the  International  Centre  Recreation 
Hall,  the  pool  room,  and  the  Coffee  Shop. 
In  this  lunch  room  lies  the  true  vitality  of 
Queen's. 

On  the  first  floor,  Wallace  Hall  opens  up 
each  day  for  the  hungry  staff  and  students 
and  competes  with  the  Coffee  Shop  at  meal 
hours.  In  the  Common  Room  across  the  hall 
the  satiated  may  relax  with  a  newspaper  or

simply  listen  to  the  pianists  warm  the  baby 
grand. 

Upstairs  are  two  more  Common  rooms,  a 
small  one  for  the  ladies  only,  and  another 
with  the  only  juke  box  on  campus.  There  is 
also  a  TV  room  on  the  second  floor  and  a 
casual  reading  room  with  books  supplied  by 
the  Douglas  Library.  On  successive  floors 
are  the  Graduate  rooms. 

The  International  Centre  is  closely  associ¬ 
ated  with  the  Union,  providing  a  meeting 
place  and  home-away-from-home  for  stu¬ 
dents  from  abroad. 

Some  of  the  many  entertainment  pro¬ 
jects  launched  at  the  Union  include:  Lunch 
Hour  Theatre,  Info  '68,  Perspective  II  (an  art 
display),  and  the  annual  Students'  Union 
Bridge  Tournament. 

The  Union  was  transformed  into  thefairy- 
tale  setting  of  the  Magnificent  Magic  Mush¬ 
room  during  Snowball  and  twice  weekly  the 
Bitter  Grounds  featured  campus  and  off- 
campus  folk  and  jazz  artists. 


BITTER  GROUNDS  COFFEE  HOUSE 


Since  its  inception  in  March  of  1966,  by 
Queen's  Engineers,  the  Bitter  Grounds  Cof¬ 
fee  House  has  continually  attempted  to  im¬ 
prove  the  calibre  of  its  atmosphere  and 
entertainment.  The  Union  Program  Commit¬ 
tee  has  worked  hard  in  an  attemptto  provide 
an  evening  of  entertainment  for  Queen's 
people  who  prefer  a  change  from  the  hustle 
and  bustle  of  Princess  Street. 

To  achieve  this  end,  virtually  all  of  the 
profit  from  admission  revenues  has  been  re¬ 
turned  to  its  patrons  to  give  them  better 
sounds,  more  effective  atmosphere  and  satis¬ 
fying  entertainment.  About  SI 500  has  been 
spent  on  a  new  sound  system,  curtains,  table 
cloths  and  candles.

On  January  26th  and  27th,  the  Bitter 
Grounds  featured  Bill  Bosworth  and  his  Mod¬ 
ern  Jazz  Quartet.  Bob  and  Riva,  both  of 
Arts  '69,  appeared  February  9th  and  10th, 
presenting  a  medley  of  songs  ranging  from 
popular  to  flamenco.  Balladeer  Steve  Jor¬ 
gensen  entertained  on  the  same  weekend. 
From  February  16th  to  17th,  Barb  and  Jim, 
both  competent  guitarists,  combined  to  give 
a  fresh,  exciting  presentation  of  blues  and 
popular  jazz. 

With  its  multitude  of  improvements  and 
its  wide  variety  of  entertainment,  the 
"Grounds"  has  become  a  permanentpartof 
the  Queen's  way  of  life.

IN  LEAGUE  OPENER 

QUEEN'S  1967  SIFL  SEASON  opened 
with  the  Gaels  entertaining  Western  on 
October  7. 

Heavy  pre-season  favourites,  Queen's 
was  also  the  top-ranked  team  nationally, 
and  with  justification.  They  had  laughed 
their  way  through  a  three  game  exhibition 
schedule  displaying  great  power  both  ways.

THE  McGILL  TEAM  OF  1967  was  small 
and  loaded  with  rookies;  no  one  figured  the 
Redmen  to  do  much  against  the  veteran 
Queen's  club. 

When  the  Gaels  scored  their  first  touch¬ 
down  in  less  than  two  minutes,  it  seemed  a 
rout  was  in  the  making.  But  the  Redmen 


dominated  the  rest  of  the  half,  scoring  on  a 
safety  and  on  an  11  yard  touchdown  pass. 
Queen's  scored  on  the  last  play  before  half¬ 
time  on  a  55  yard  bomb  from  Bayne  to 
Planke  to  lead  1 2-9. 

The  second  half,  however,  was  90% 
Queen's.  Bender  ran  back  a  puntfor  a  touch¬

THE  GAELS  WERE  FULL  OF  CONFIDENCE 
as  they  went  into  their  first  encounter  with 
U  of  T  in  Richardson  Stadium  on  October  14. 

The  Blues  were  the  only  team  considered  to 
hold  a  chance  of  beating  Queen's,  but  the 
weekend  before  they  had  lost  seven  of  their 
first  string  players  through  injury  in  a  brutal 
game  against  Western. 

The  Gaels  scored  first,  midway  through  the 
first  quarter  and  it  looked  as  if  they  were  ready 
to  roll. 

But  the  Blues  wouldn't  quit.  The  two  teams 
played  even  ball  for  the  rest  of  the  half, 
trading  one  touchdown  apiece.

The  Gaels  went  into  Varsity  Stadium  know¬ 
ing  that  their  entire  season  was  resting  on  the 
outcome  of  that  game. 

The  big  question  was  whether  or  not  the 
Blues  could  play  the  inspired  football  which 
they  had  the  week  before.  Could  they  outplay 
the  Gaels  for  the  second  week  in  a  row? 

They  couldn't.  Queen's  offense  rolled  im¬ 
pressively,  especially  on  the  ground,  as  they 
compiled  a  total  of  340  yards  offense.  The 
defense  was  superb  yielding  only  two  touch¬ 
downs,  one  of  which  was  set  up  for  the  Blues 
by  the  Gaels'  offense.  The  Blues  managed 
only  16  points  on  their  home  field. 

But  they  were  good  enough  to  win.  The 
Gaels  beat  themselves  that  day  by  consistently 
giving  up  the  ball,  without  scoring,  after  they 
had  moved  it  within  striking  distance.

BASKETBALL  GAELS  WIN  EASTERN  CHAMPIONSHIP 


HUSTLING  TEAM  PLAY,  a  trio  of  Eastern 
Division  all-stars,  and  a  superb  defense  sparked 
by  6'3"  centre  Terry  Haggerty  led  the  1968 
version  of  the  basketball  Gaels  to  another  suc¬ 
cessful  season.  The  schedule  was  capped  by  a 
second  consecutive  Eastern  Division  Cham¬ 
pionship  and  a  trip  to  the  O.Q.A.A.  finals  in 
London. 

The  season  began  with  three  lukewarm  ex¬ 
hibition  contests  before  Christmas.  Uninspired 
play,  the  absence  of  key  players  due  to  exams, 
and  some  early  injuries  contributed  to  three 
consecutive  losses  to  Ottawa,  Potsdam,  and 
Waterloo. 

In  the  league  opener  against  Laval  the  Gaels 
were  a  different  team.  Led  by  strong  defensive 
performances  from  Haggerty,  Crozier,  and 
Waring,  and  excellent  outside  shooting  by 
guards  Walsh  and  Scobie,  the  rejuvenated 
Gaels  buried  the  Laval  squad  74-29.  The  team 
went  on  to  reel  off  a  string  of  five  consecutive 
victories  including  a  92-54  walkaway  against 
the  University  of  Montreal  in  the  second  lea¬ 
gue  contest.  The  most  exciting  gameoftheyear 
capped  this  string  of  victories  as  the  Gaels 
salvaged  a  two  point  win  from  the  tough  full 
court  press  of  Jefferson  Community  College. 

An  exhibition  series  with  New  York  State 
colleges  netted  the  Gaels  four  straight  defeats 
as  erratic  shooting  and  defensive  lapses  seem¬ 
ed  to  threaten  a  return  to  early  season  form. 
However,  a  home  court  crowd  worked  wonders 
for  the  hot-and-cold  Gaels  and  they  ran  their 
league  record  to  3-0  with  a  convincing  69-53 
win  over  McGill.  In  the  return  match  at  Mon¬ 
treal  the  following  week  Queen's  was  upset 
65-60  as  the  Redman  forced  a  divisional  play¬ 
off.  The  Gaels  finished  the  regular  season  with 
a  pair  of  easy  victories  over  Laval  and  U.  of 
M.,  setting  the  stage  for  the  league  play-off  on 
home  court. 

In  the  Eastern  Final,  the  Gaels  swept  to  a 
convincing  70-55  trouncing  of  McGill  to  win 
their  second  Eastern  Division  Championship. 

In  the  O.Q.A.A.  finals  held  at  Western  at 
the  beginning  of  March,  a  lack  of  height  and 
team  depth  finally  caught  up  with  the  Queen's 
squad  as  they  lost  both  the  semi-finals  and  the 
consolation  contests.

Center  Terry  Haggerty,  who  was  perhaps  the 
most  improved  player  on  the  squad,  was  named  to  the  second 
all-star  team.

THIS  COULD  BE  TERMED  A  BUILDING  YEAR  as  the  Gaels  failed 
to  defend  their  fourth  place  play-off  finish  in  the  1966-'67  season. 
However,  in  spite  of  the  team's  3-13  league  play  record,  the  sea¬ 
son  can  be  considered  a  successful  one  since  the  predominantly 
rookie  club  showed  considerable  improvement  as  the  season  pro¬ 
gressed.

The  team  then  demolished  Potsdam  State  (67-17),  lost  a  hard

DOPE  ON 
THE  JOURNAL’ 

The  third  woman  editor  in  The  Queen's 
Journal's  history  brought  the  paper  into  the 
centre  of  the  student  power  movement  at 
Queen's,  and  spent  much  of  the  year  struggling 
with  the  Alma  Mater  Society  executive. 

The  biggest  news  story  of  the  year  was  the 
choice  of  Senator  Grattan  O'Leary  as  Rector. 
During  the  plebiscite  deciding  whether  the 
rectorship  should  be  retained,  Journal  edi¬ 
torials  called  for  its  abolition;  after  students 
voted  to  keep  a  part-time  rector,  the  paper  sup¬ 
ported  student  candidate  George  Carson.  The 
final  unopposed  choice  of  Senator  O'Leary  was 
the  occasion  for  one  of  The  Journal's  two 
"extra”  editions  this  year,  produced  overnight 
after  the  emergency  A.M.S.  meeting. 

The  other  "extra"  reported  O'Leary's  spring 
visit  to  Queen's  and  the  results  of  the  A.M.S. 
presidential  election. 

During  the  yearThe  Journal  had  competition 
from  the  Engineering  Society's  "Golden 
Words”.  For  two  weeks  when  The  Journal  did 
not  publish,  and  twice  more  after  the  publish¬ 
ing  year  ended,  a  few  staff  members  headed 
by  Westall  "Pepper"  Parr  produced  "The  Other 
Journal".  In  the  spring  they  announced  plans 
to  publish  their  paper  regularly,  three  times 
a  week,  in  the  next  school  year. 

The  Journal  had  several  private  controver¬ 
sies:  with  the  A.M.S.  about  the  window-blinds 
bought  for  the  Journal  office,  with  finance 
chairman  Chuck  Edwards  concerning  the  Jour¬ 
nal  typewriters  he  removed,  with  city  real- 
estate  dealers  about  an  urban  renewal  feature 
The  Journal  printed.  Once  during  the  year  the 
paper  had  to  black  out  a  printed  drama  review 
which  had  turned  out  to  be  inaccurate. 

Despite  bleary-eyed  late-night  sessions  in 
the  subterranean  office,  the  staff  stayed  lively 
thanks  to  the  Montreal  Mafia,  Bill  Martin's 
"Poke  in  the  Eye”,  the  high  turnover  in  assis¬ 
tant  news  editors,  the  "Jolonel  Notes",  and  the 
year-ending  Kingston  Sub-Standard.
